The ankle scene in the B eeoher- 
Tilton drama is now supposed to have 
been occasioned by a sudden attack of 
emotional insanity. 
It is rumored that the Express and 
Star are trying to effect an alliance 
with the Mirror for the purpose of 
making a combined attack on the 
H erald . Phew! 


O v e r in Nevada, when an honest 
man wishes to experience the feeling 
of being proven a liorse-thief and a 
scoundrel, he becomes a candidate for 
office. 
The receipts of the New York Her­ 
ald for advertisements average about 
$6,000 per day. The annual receipts of 
the New York papers from this source 
alone foot up $9,000,000. The heaviest 
advertisers are those who have 
achieved the greatest business success. 
The advertisements of A. T. S t e w a r t 
cost him $500,000 per year. L o r d & 
T a y lo r pay for advertisements an 
average of $20.000 per month. R o b t. 
Bonner, of the Ledger, pays $200,000 
per year for advertising, and P. T. 
Barnum, the great showman, more 
than double that sum. 


O n e of the things which tend to 
confirm our faith in the existence of a 
Supreme Power that guides, judges, 
punishes alid rewards rational beings, 
is the unerring certainty that retribu­ 
tive justice sooner or later overtakes 
the evil-doer. The Brooklyn scandal 
has afforded us a strong bit of evi­ 
dence In confirmation of our theory. 
Little more than five years ago Mrs. 
S t o w e, the sister of Mr. B e e c h e r , 
published the B y r o n scandal, which 
nobody believes, and which a common 
share of charity for the human family 
would have left In the grave. The 
lady is now much amazed that bad 
things are thought and spoken about 
her brother. 
A l o c a l paragraph in Thursday 
morning’s H e r a l d telling how the 
Clarendon Hotel obtained the publi­ 
cation of its arrivals in the Star, so 
excited the wrath of that paper’s nom­ 
inal owner that he favors the H e r a l d 
with a half column notice written in 
that elegant style for which he has 
obtained some local celebrity. The 
H e r a l d regrets the publication of 
that paragraph. The Star evidently 
regards it as an expose of its method 
of obtaining advertisements. 
We 
now see what an ugly thrust it 
was, and we are sorry. But the mis­ 
chief is done and we can only express 
our regret,with the assurance that had 
we known how raw the spot we should 
have avoided touching it. 


O u r friend of the Express, insists 
that he has not sought to disparage 
the present councilmen but only de­ 
sires that the next set shall be broad­ 
er between the eyes than those now 
manufacturing our ordinances. Well, 
this may not be disparagement; for the 
sake of harmony and good will we 
will conclude that it is not, and con­ 
sent that the Express shall pursue its 
own peculiar line of argument on the 
municipal question. Los Angeles is 
expanding rapidly and her officers 
must be men of comprehensive minds 
and progressive ideas. On this point 
the H e r a l d and Express are a unit. 
We may disagree as to the man but 
the quality of man and the duty he is 
to perform is well understood by both 
papers. 
In Nevada the political pot is boil­ 
ing at a fearful rate. There are a 
number of aspirants for S t e w a r t 's 
seat in the United States Senate, and 
each one believes, or affects to believe, 
that his chance is ten to one better 
than his competitors. Senator J o n es 
arrived from the East»a few days 
since, and in the evening he was ser­ 
enaded at Carson City. He made a 
speech, as did also S h a r o n , who was 
called out. 
This indicates that 
S h a r o n will receive the support of 
J o n e s in the Senatorial race in which 
case S h a r o n ’s prospect for election is 
very fine indeed. J o n e s and S h a r o n 
represent more actual wealth than 
any other five men in the State of 
Nevada. 


A Wheat Region. 
A great work may be accomplished 
in this country in a very short time 
after it is once under way. San Fer­ 
nando valley, or at least that portion 
of it embraced in the grant recently 
purchased by Senator M a c l a y , did 
not give very general indications of 
cultivation a few months ago, and if 
one had insisted that the broad area 
would next Spring be covered with 
wheat and other small grain, there 
would have been plenty to doubt his 
sanity, and not a few to insist on his 
capture and confinement as a lunatic. 
Yet the crazy prediction, had it been 
made, would have become a fact. Ex­ 
perience has demonstrated that San 
Fernando valley is well adapated to 
the growdng of wheat, barley and rye, 
and we are now assured that thous­ 
ands of acres will be plowed and seeded 
with small grain during the coming 
Winter. A number of farmers have 
already commenced preparing for 
plowing, and we hear of fifteen or 
twenty families on the way to San 
Fernando from the upper country, all 
of whom will settle on farms and com­ 
mence sowing wheat. 
Judge Jonn Davis, of Grass Valley, 
died at Dixon on the 24th inst. 


Bloody-Bone Politics. 
We are very much afraid that a 
great many politicians are impressed 
with the notion that theironlychance 
for office lies in the manufacture and 
circulation of rumors and reports cal­ 
culated to fan and feed the flames of 
hatred between the people of the 
North and those of the South. This 
plan seems to meet the approbation 
and receive the co-operation of a great 
many journals that arc of the opinion 
that the Republicans cannot live un­ 
less they feed upon the old animosi­ 
ties born in and of the war. These 
journals find conspicuous place in 
their columns for Southern news of 
Northern manufacture. They tell of 
atrocities practiced on the negroes 
by brutal whites, and we are fre­ 
quently treated to a paragraph an­ 
nouncing the re-organization of the 
Ku-Klux in first one and then another 
locality of the South. Dusky cherubs 
are strangled, poisoned, drowned, by 
the score, and an occasional full 
grown colored male or female citizen 
is forced to shuffle off this this mortal 
coil beneath the heavy hand of a white 
tyrant. All this is wrong, because it 
is false. It is dangerous, because it 
leads people to form erroneous opin­ 
ions. We are compelled to read al­ 
most daily statements that the whites 
of South Carolina are provoking and 
harrassing the negroes, with a view 
of inaugurating a war of races. A 
sensible man will not believe these 
stories, and a man with the honesty 
of an Apache or the brains of an owl, 
would not circulate them. The white 
people of South Carolina are but a 
haudful.compared with the negroes. 
A conflict between the races would 
result in the almost complete annihi­ 
lation of the whites before assistance 
could reach the scene of action. 
South Carolina is the last place 
in *the South where the whites 
will seek a conflict with their 
colored neighbors. 
If the Re­ 
Republican party cannot live without 
this kind of food, it had better die. If 
we have politicians who would climb 
into office by means of such a ladder, 
we had better exile them at once; and 
those journals that will foster the old 
hatred through the publication of such 
manifest falsehoods are unworthy the 
confidence of the public or the respect 
of the organization they profess to 
support. 


The H orse— Another Epidemic. 
E d it o r H e r a l d : Some two years 
ago an epidemic broke out and raged 
to a fearful extent throughout the 
land among these noble domestic ani­ 
mals and useful friends of man; and 
within the past few days we hear 
of another terrible malady which has 
recently attacked them in some of the 
Eastern States. Can nothing be done 
for their relief ? From a mere hu­ 
manitarian standpoint, this subject 
demands more attention than it re­ 
ceives; but when we view it from a 
financial and utilitarian aspect, we are 
astonished that so little has been done 
with reference to the health and well­ 
being of this indispensable animal. 
We learn from the report of the Sec­ 
retary of the Interior, in enumerating 
the number and value of our domestic 
animals, the horse is set down at the 
enormous sum of one thousand, six 
hundred millions of dollars! And 
this vast interest, upon which the pro­ 
duce and even the commerce of our 
country in a great measure depend— 
so far as health and well-being is con­ 
cerned—is entirely in the hands of ig­ 
norant stable men and charlatans. 
We have not one single learned man 
who has devoted his mind, energies 
and studies to the understanding of 
the constitntiou and the various dis­ 
eases to which this invaluable domes­ 
tic servant is liable.

A diploma from these 
sliould, and soon would, raise its poss­ 
essor to a respectable standing every­ 
where, but little below that of the 
regular physician, and the horse 
would get intelligent treatment when 
sorely depressed wTith disease. An 
animal that is so intimately connected 
with the life, glory and comfort of 
man, and on which our wealth and 
pleasure in a great measure depend, is 
surely entitled to such a movement 
in his favor.

VENTURA COUNTY. 
Letter From Hr», l’crrj—Tile 4>rail- 
grluil Family— Spring»- 1‘nrudlse. 


[Correspondence ofthe Santa Barbara Press.] 
The Grangrind Family is by no 
means extinco upon our planet, as 
yet; nor can it demand for solid, sta­ 
tistical Meriting be safely ignored by 
any scribbler. In this letter, there­ 
fore I propose giving the plain unvar­ 
nished 
“ f a c t s” 
concerning my present abode; and 
this statement is particularly address­ 
ed to such membecs of the afore­ 
mentioned Family as may chance to 
be included among the readers of your 
valuable paper. Sentimentalists, and 
visionary persons of every kind, are 
at perfect liberty to skin this column 
if they choose. It is not designed for 
any such frivalous fraternity. Mati- 
liha Cañón, then, which I have found 
so pleasant an idling-plaee, lies about 
eighteen miles from San Buenaventu­ 
ra, in a northerly direction. The road 
leading to it is every M'ay an excel­ 
lent one, as roads go in this region, 
and passes through an unusually in­ 
viting section of country. The bed of 
this cañón is some two thousand feet, 
or more, above the level of the sea; 
but the rise is so easy and gradual as 
to be almost unnoticed by the travel­ 
er, and is not in the least fatiguing. 
Having entered this little gorge, one 
is hemmed in by a lofty mountain 
rampart, in many places reaching an 
altitude of fifteen hundred feet, and 
forming a superb geological study. 
Such huge masses of conglomerate, 
strata so bent, torn and riven, I have 
rarely, if ever, seen before. Could 
each of these 
“peaks, 
Fam iliar with forgotten years;” 
but find a tongue, what tales we should 
hear of a terrible convulsion, chaotic 
uplieaval, and wild commotion in this 
nook to-day which is so calm and 
peaceful! It is not surprising that a 
spot which has evidently been the 
scene of such violent volcanic action 
should be prolific in hot and cold. 
MEDICAL SPRINGS. 
They well forth, here in great num­ 
bers, sometimes from the hillsides, 
sometimes from under the rocks 
which border the Avinking creek, 
sometimes from the very sands of the 
valley.. Thirty or more have airead 
been discovered. All these are strong­ 
ly impregnated with sulphur, iron 
soda and magnesia, and rauge in tem­ 
perature, from 00° to 128°. With a 
view to utilizing these healing springs, 
the present. 
IIOT SPRING HOUSE, 
And batli rooms Avere erected about a 
year ago by a gentleman of Ventura. 
They stand five miles from the mouth 
of the cañón, upon a fine tract of land 
one hundred and sixty acres in ex­ 
tent, Avhich is susceptible of the high­ 
est cultivation and adornment. Noth­ 
ing but time and a little intelligent 
labor are required to render these 
premises both beautiful and self-sup­ 
porting in respect of vegetable pro­ 
ductions. Ths air is peculiarly favor­ 
able to groAVth; frost is unknoAvn even 
in the coolest season, and the creek 
is always at hand for irrigating pur­ 
poses. 
Experiments made on an adjoining 
estate prove that all ordinary flowers, 
shrubs and vegetables thrive admira­ 
bly in this curious ravine; grapes, 
peaches, cherries, Avalnuts, almonds, 
oranges, lemons, guavas and bananas, 
Avhich have been planted and cared 
for on the above-mentioned neighbor­ 
ing farm, bid fair to become a com­ 
plete success. 
As for the “ House” itself, I am 
bound to say that it does not, as yet, 
bear the faintest resemblance to the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel; but the entire 
property has recently changed hands, 
and its new owners have commenced 
a series of improvements and altera­ 
tions Avhich will ultimately make the 
place all that could be desired as a 
sanitarium and pleasure resort. Pretty 
cottages are springing up, so soon, 
about the main building; bathing fa­ 
cilities are being increased; fresh fur­ 
niture and other conveniences are be­ 
ing constantly added; a portion of the 
grounds are already under culture as 
a kitchen garden, and everything is 
progressing fairly in the right direc­ 
tion. Thus far, sulphur water alone 
lias been employed in the baths; blit 
the iron and other springs only UAvait 
scientific analysis, when they, also, 
Avill bo applied to the correction of the 
“thousand natural ills that llesli is 
heir to.”

“ PARADISE.” 
And certainly a bathing-house roofed 
only by the sky and the tree-tops, 
warmed by the sunshine and cooled 
by the free breezes of heaven, has 
something very Edenish about it. A 
hot dip or a cold plunge amid such 
surroundi ngs, smacks decidedly of that 
care-free life in the Great Garden of 
which Milton has told us so much; 
nor does it require a vast stretch of 
imagination to fancy one’s self a ver­ 
itable Eve, sporting in the riA’er which 
watered that garden. 
“Ay, ay, ay! Butyou mustn't fancy; 
you must never do anything of that 
kind,” cry the Gradgrinds in chorus. 
Bo I hasten to say, in straightforward 
terms, that these out-door baths are 
one of the most charming features of 
life here in this A vild fastness, and can­ 
not be too highly praised. 
On the whole, then, Avhat with the 
refreshing, invigorating A\Tatere, the 
clear, pure, life-giving air, and the 
glorious scenery, I do not see how any 
place could he more worthy of resort 
than this mountain retreat. It cannot 
but benefit all Mho come hither. It 
will cure such of the sick as are cura­ 
ble, and (judging by my own experi­ 
ence) Avilljnake the healthy healthier. 
As the time for departure draws near, 
I confess that I grow more and more 
reluctant to say good-bye to the place 
and its Inmates.

Extracts from l*cnnl Code. 
PARTI. TITLE IY’. S e c t io n 41. Every per­ 
son charged with t ho perform ance ot any duty 
under the provisions of any law of this State 
relating to elections, who wilfully neglects or 
refuses to perform It, or who in his official ca­ 
pacity knowingly and fraudulently acts in 
contravention or violation of any of the pro­ 
visions of such laws, is, unless a different, 
punishm ent for such act or omission Is pre­ 
scribed by tills Code, punishable by line not 
exceeding one thousand dollars, or by lm- 
S 
risonnicnt in tho State Prison not exceeding 
ve years, or by both. 
S e c. 42. Every person who wilfully causes, 
procures, or allows him self to be registered in 
the G reat Register of any county, knowing 
him self not to be entitled to such registration, 
is punishable by a.line not exceeding one 
thousand dollars, or by Im prisonm ent in the 
County Jail or state Prison not exeeedlngono 
year, or by both, In all cases where, on the 
trial of a person charged with any offense un­ 
der the provisions of this section, It. appears 
In evidence that the accused stands registered 
In the Great Register of any county without 
being qualified for such registration, the Court 
m ust order such registration to b e canceled. 
S e c. 43. Every person who, after being re­ 
quired by the Board of Judges at any elec­ 
tion, refuses to be sworn, or being sworn, re­ 
fuses to answer any pertinent question pro­ 
pounded by sueli Board touching the right of 
any other to vote, is guilty of a m isdem eanor. 
S ec. 44. Every person sum m oned to appear 
and testify before any Board of Registration 
who wilfully disobeys such sum m ons, Is 
guilty of a m isdem eanor. 
S kc.4.5. Every person not entitled tovoto.who 
fraudulentlyvotes.nnd every person who votes 
more than once nt any election, or know ­ 
ingly hands In two or m ere tickets folded to­ 
gether, or changes any ballot after the sam e 
lias been deposited in the ballot box, or adds, 
or attem pts to add, any ballot to those legally 
polled at any election, either by fraudulently 
Introducing the sam e into the ballot box b( - 
fore or after the ballots therein have been 
counted, or adds to or m ixes with, or at­ 
tem pts to add to or m ix with, tho ballots law­ 
fully polled, other ballots, while the sam e are 
being counted or canvassed, or at any other 
tim e, with Intent to change the result of such 
election; or carries away or destroys, or at­ 
tem pts to carry away or destroy, any noil 
list, or ballots, or ballot box for the purpose 
of breaking up or invalidating such elections, 
or wilfully detains, m utilates or destroys any 
election returns, or In any m anner so inter­ 
feres with the officers holdlngsuch election or 
conducting such canvass, or with the voters 
lawfully exercising their right of voting at 
such election as to prevent such election or 
canvass from being fairly held and law­ 
fully conducted, is guilty of felony. 
S ec. 46. Every person not entitled to vote 
who fraudulently attem pts to vote, or who, 
being entitled to vote, attem pts to vote more 
than once at any election, Is guilty of a m is­ 
demeanor. 
S e c. 17. Every person who procures, aids, 
assists, counsels or advises another to give or 
offer Ills vote at any election, knowing tho 
person is not qualified to vote, is guilty ot a 
m isdem eanor. 
S e c. 48. Every officer or Clerk of Election 
who aids In changing or destroying any poll 
list, or in placing any ballots In the ballot 
box, or taking any therefrom , or adds, or at­ 
tem pts to add, any ballots to those legally 
Í 
tolled at such election, either by fraudu- 
ently introducing the sam e into the ballot 
box, before or after the ballots therein have 
been counted,or adds to or m ixes with, or at­ 
tem pts to add to or m ix with, the ballots poll­ 
ed any other ballots while the sam e are being 
counted or canvassed, or at any other tim e, 
with intent to change t‘.ie result of such elec­ 
tion, or allow another to do so when iu his 
power to prevent it, or carries away or de­ 
stroys, or knowingly allows another to carry 
away or destroy, any poll list, ballot box, or 
ballots lawfully polled, is punishable by im ­ 
prisonm ent In the State Prison for not less 
than two nor more than seven years. 
S e c. 49. Every Inspector, Judge or Clerk of 
an election, who, previous to putting the 
ballot of an elector in the ballot box, at­ 
tem pts to find out any nam e on such ballot, 
or who opens, or suffers the folded ballot of 
any elector which has been handed in to be 
opened or exam ined previous to putting the 
sam e Into tho ballot box, or w hojnurks or 
places any m ark or device on any folded 
uallot with the view to ascertain the nam e of 
any person for whom the elector has voted, 
or who, w ithout the consent of the elector, 
discloses the nam e ol any person which such 
Inspector, Judge or Clerk has fraudulently or 
illegally discovered to have been voted by 
such elector Is punishable by fine—not less 
than fifty or more than five hundred dollars. 
S ec. 60. Every person who forges or coun­ 
terfeits returns of an election purporting to 
have been held at a precinct, town or ward 
where no election was in fact held,or wilfully 
substitutes forged or counterfeit returns for a 
town, precinct or ward where an election was 
actually held, is punishable by im prisonm ent 
In the State Prison for a term not less than 
two or more than ten years. 
S e c. 51. Every person who wilfully adds t., 
or subtracts from the votes actually cast at 
an election In 
any returns, or who 
alters such returns, Is punishable by Im­ 
prisonm ent in the State Prison for not less 
than one or more than five years. 
S ec. 52. Every person who aids or abets in 
the commission of any of the offenses m en­ 
tioned in tho four preceding sections, Is pun­ 
ishable by im prisonm ent in the County Jail 
for tho period of six m onths, or In the State 
Prison not exceeding two years. 
S ec. 53. Every person who, by force, 
threats, m enaces, bribery, or any corrupt 
m eans, either directly or Indirectly, attem pts 
to influence any elector In giving Ills vote, or 
to deter him lrom giving the sam e, or at­ 
tem pts by any m eans whatever to awe, re- | 
strain, hinder or disturb any elector iu the 
free exercise of the right of suffrage, or fur­ 
nishes any elector wishing to vote, who can­ 
not read, with a ticket, inform ing or giving 
such elector to understand that it contains a 
nam e written or printed thereon different 
from the nam e which Is w ritten or printed 
thereon, or defrauds any elector at any such 
election, by deceiving uud causing such elect­ 
or to vote for a difieren t person for any office 
that he Intended or desired to vote for; or 
who, being Inspector, Judge or Clerk of any 
election, while acting as such, Induces, or at­ 
tem pts to induce, any elector, either by m en­ 
ace or reward, or prom ise thereof, to vote dif­ 
ferently from what such elector intended or 
desired to vote, he is guilty of a m isdem eanor. 
S ec. 54. Every person who, with Intent, to 
promote the election of him self or any other 
person, either: 
1. Furnishes entertainm ent at his expense 
to an m eeting of electors,previous to, ordur- 
Ing any election; 
2. Pays for, procures, or engages to pay for 
any such entertainm ent; 
3. Furnishes orengagesto pay ordelivernny 
money or property for the purpose of procur­ 
ing the attendance of voters at t he polls, or lor 
the purpose of com pensating any person for 
procuring attendance of voters at the polls, 
except for the conveyance of voters who are 
sick or Infirm; 
4. Furnishes or engages to del Ivor any money 
or property for any purpose intended to pro­ 
mote the election of any candidate, except for 
the expenses of holding and conducting pub­ 
lic meetings for the discussion of public ques­ 
tions, and of printing and circulating ballots, 
handbills and other papers previous to such 
election;—Is guilty ol a m isdemeanor. 
SEC.55. Every person who, being a candi­ 
date at such election, offers or agrees to ap­ 
point or procure the appointm ent of any par­ 
ticular person to offices as an Inducem ent or 
consideration to any person to vote for, or 
procuro or aid In procuring the election of 
such candidate, Is guilty of n misdemeanor. 
S ec. 58. Every person, not being a candi­ 
date, who com m unicates any offer made In 
violation of the last sect Ion to any person, with 
Intent to Induce him to vote for or to procure 
or uld in procuring the election oftliu candi­ 
date m aking the offer, Is guilty of u m isde­ 
meanor. 
S ec. 57. (§81, 85, 86). Every person who 
gives or offers a bribe toanyotficerorm em her 
of any legislative caucus, political conven­ 
tion, com m ittee, prim ary election,or political 
gathering of any kind held for the purpose ot 
nom inating candidates for offices of honor, 
trust or profit in tills State, with intent to in­ 
fluence the person to whom such bribe Is 
given or oflTered to be more fuvorable to one 
candidate thnu another, and eveiy person

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m em ber of either of the bodies In this section 
m entioned, who receives or offers to receive 
any such bribe, Is punishable by im prison­ 
ment In the Slate Prison not lesstrian one nor 
m ore than fourteen years. 
S ec. 58. Every person who by threats, In­ 
tim idations, or unlawful violence, wllftilly 
binders or prevents electors from assembling 
in public meeting for the consideration of 
public questions, Is guilty of a m isdemeanor. 
SEC. 59. Every person who wilfully disturbs 
or breaks up any public, m eetlug of electors or 
ot hers, lawfully b ein g held for the purpose of 
considering public questions, is guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 
s e c . 60. Every person who m akes, offers, or 
accepts any bel. or wager upon the result of 
any election, or upon the success or failure of 
any person or candidate, or upon the num ber 
<>1 votes to be east either in the aggregate or 
for any particular candidate,or upon the vote 
to lie east by any person, Is guilty of a misde­ 
meanor. 
s e c . 61. Every person who wilfully violates 
any of the provisions of the laws of this State 
relating to elections is, unless a different pun­ 
ishm ent for such violation Is prescribed by 
this Code, punishable by a fine not exceeding 
one thousand dollars, or by Im prisonm ent in 
the state Prison not exceeding five years, or 
both. 
s e c . 02. Every person who prints any I ickot 
not. in conform ity with section one thousand 
one hundred ami ninety-one of the Political 
(’tale, or who circulates or gives to another any 
ticket, knowing at. the tim e that such ticket 
does not conform to the provisions of section 
one thousand one hundred and ninety-one of 
the Political Code, Is guilty of a m isdem eanor. 
Extraéis from Lloetion Law. 
S ec. 1192. No ticket or ballot m ust, on the 
day of election, be given or delivered to or re­ 
ceived by any person, except the Inspector,jr 
a Judge acting as Inspector, within one bun 
Ured feet of the polling place. 
SEC. 1193. No person m ust, on the day of 
election, fold any ticket or unfold any ballot 
which he Intones to use In voting, w ithin ono 
hundred feet of the polling place. 
S ec. 1194. No person m ust, on the day 
election, within one hundred feetofthepor 
lng place, exhibit to another, In any m anner 
by which the contents thereof m ay become 
known, any ticket or ballot which he intends 
to use In voting. 
S ec. 1195. No person m ust, on the day of 
election, within one hundred feet of the poll­ 
ing place, request another person to exhibit or 
disclose the contents of any ticket, or ballot 
which such other person intends to use in vot­ 
ing.S ec. 1190. No ballot m ust be used at an 
election, nr circulated on the day of an v elec­ 
tion, having any m ark or thing on the back 
or outside thereof whereby It might be distin­ 
guished from any other ballot legally used on 
the sam e day. 
S ec. 1197. No ballot or ticket m ust be used 
or circulated on the day of any election hav­ 
ing any m ark or thing thereon by or from 
which It. can be ascertained w hat person, or 
what class of persons used or voted It, or at 
what tim e In the day such ballot was voted or 
used. 
S ec. 1198. Every ticket, when used as a bal­ 
lot, must, be folded crosswise from the center, 
and as follows: if twelve inches long, tour 
tim es; if eighteen Inches long, five tim es, and 
If twenty-four inches long, five tim es, and 
m ust be pressed flat. 
S e c. 1199. No ticket m ust be folded In a 
m anner to indicate its contents when used as 
a ballot. 
And it Is further ordered that ten days’ no­ 
tice be given of such election by posting ot 
each place of holding such election a copy of 
the foregoing proclam ation.
